Johnson Orders 
Full FBI Probe 
In Jenkins Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson has ordered a 
complete FBI investigation of 
the circumstances related to 
the resignation of White House 
aide Walter W. Jenkins. 
The President’s action was 
announced by FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 
From 
Republican 
National 
Chairman Dean Burch came a 
charge that Johnson had “cov­ 
ered up for 5V* years” an ar­ 
rest of Jenkins on a moral 
charge in 1959. 
Jenkins quit his White House 
post Wednesday after disclosure 
cf another such arrest here last 
week. 
Hoover said in a statement: 
“The President communicat­ 
ed with me immediately upon 
being advised of the Walter 
Jenkins matter and instructed 
that there be a full and com­ 
plete investigation of the mat­ 
ter without delay. 
“This investigation is in prog­ 
ress and as soon as all facts 
are obtained they will be for­ 
warded to the President.” 
This was the first official 
word from the FBI on the mat­ 
ter. However, it was learned 
that the FBI had investigated 
Jenkins for a security clear­ 
ance in 1958, but never since

ROANOKE, Va. (AP)—At a 
minute past midnight tonight a 
diesel - electric powered coal 
train will move out of the Nor­ 
folk Sc Western yards at Colum­ 
bus. Ohio, and pass over a 
•witch onto the Sandusky line. 
At the same time, a freight 
will roll out of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
eastbound toward Bellevue, Ohio 
using the tracks of the Nickel 
Plate and Wabash railroads. 
Movement of the two trains 
will symbolize accomplishment 
of the largest single consolida­ 
tion of railroads in the nation’s 
history. 
At the first moment of Friday, 
under authorization of the Inter­ 
state 
Commerce 
Commission, 
the Nickel Plate, the Wabash 
and the short Sandusky line of 
the Pennsylvania will become a 
part of the coal-rich Norfolk &. 
Western. Joining in, too, for the 
consolidation of six roads will be 
Pittsburgh Sc West Virginia and 
the Akron, Canton Sc Youngs­ 
town.

Records of the police morals 
division showed that Jenkins I 
was arrested five years ago on 
a charge of “disorderly conduct 
(pervert) and on Oct. 7 this 
year on a charge of “disorderly 
(indecent gestures).” He forfeit­ 
ed collateral in both cases. 
The Jenkins development may 
carry political implications as 
the presidential campaign heads 
into its stretch nm.

Nobel Prize 
Is Shared 


American Given 
Medicine Award 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP)— 
The 1964 Nobel Prize for Medi­ 
cine was awarded jointly today 
to American Konrad Bloch and 
German Feodor Lynen. 
The two were awarded the 
$53,123 prize for their discover­ 
ies concerning the mechanism 
a n d regulation of cholesterol 
and fatty acid metabolism. 
Bloch is 
German-born, 
and 
became a naturalized American 
in 1944. 
Bloch, 52, was born at Neisse, 
Germany, and studied at the 
Munich 
Technical 
University. 
He married in 1941 and has two 
children. The family lives at 
Cambridge, Mass., where Bloch 
is associated with Harvard. 
Feodor Lynen, 53, was born in 
Munich and is professor and 
director 
of 
the 
Biochemical 
Institution of the Max Planck 
Institute for Cell Chemistry. He 
married in 1937 and has five 
children. 
In its citation, the awarding 
College of Professors of the 
Royal Caroline Institute noted 
that cholesterol doling recent 
years has become a word of 
common usage in relation to the 
connection of arteriosclerosis to 
dietary and blood cholesterol. 
Circulatory diseases are the 
foremost cause of death 
in 
many areas of the world. The 
great majority of these c a s e s 
have a gravely disturbed meta­ 
bolism. 
The 
prerequisite 
for 
correcting faulty function is to 
know the intimate details of the 
mechanisms involved. 
The 
therapy 
against 
these 
circulatory diseases and related 
disturbances in steroid hormone 
metabolism will, in the future, 
rest upon the firm foundation 
laid by today’s Nobel prizewin­ 
ners, the awarding body said. 
Bloch was credited with ’ • 
liant investigations which have 
shown how cholesterol is built 
up irom acetic acid.

By the thousands, the 
men and women who fight in 
what politicians call the grass­ 
roots are tramping the streets 
with but one goal —• voters on 
Nov. 3.

—Joseph F. Lockard, 51, a 
professional politician who is 
Democratic committeeman for 
his district in Philadelphia. With 
him politics is a full-time job. 
—Mrs. Norman Harrower of 
Hamden, Conn., a Republican 
worker 
who 
says 
cheerfully 
“My life is involved with Yale 
University, three children and a 
lot of politics.’* 
—Harlan Weber, 30, of Little 
Rick, Ark., an insurance claims 
adjuster making his first politi­ 
cal plunge on behalf of a young 
and growing Republican party 
in the South. 
—Lynn 
Sperry, 
87, 
retired 
farm er who first began harvest­ 
ing Republican votes north of 
Bismarck, N.D., in 1908 when 
William Howard Taft beat Wil 
ham Jennings Bryan. 
For all, this is the busy sea­ 
son. An Associated Press survey 
of precinct work across the 
nation showed they all are doing 
pretty much the same thing. 
For weeks, now, they’ve been 
locating potential 
voters 
and 
getting them registered. The job 
now is one of trying to convince 
the undecideds and, above all 
of getting those people favora­ 
ble to their candidates to the 
polls on election day. 
Fifty years ago, 
when 
an 
immigrant was sick and jobless, 
and his youngsters were hungry 
and cold, more often than not a 
ton of coal or a basket of food 
would 
be 
delivered, 
compli­ 
ments of the local ward boss. 
Come election day, the compli­ 
ment was usually returned, in 
the form of a vote. 
One of the basic elements of 


precinct work 
—personal serv­ 
ice —remains. Today’s precinct 
worker offers the voter a ride to 
the polls, or baby-sitting service 
if necessary. 
There’s no question among 
political leaders of both parties 
about the value of good grass­ 
roots organization. 
They point, for instance, to 
the whopping vote for Sen. Bar­ 
ry Coldwater turned out by 
thousands of his dedicated back­ 
ers in Los Angeles and Southern 
California in that state’s June 2 
Republican 
presidential 
pri­ 
mary. 
Coldwater went on to win the 
GOP 
nomination. 
The 
same 
team, beefed up, is working for 
Coldwater again 
in 
a 
state 
which the nominee considers 
crucial to his election chances. 
We win or lose elections in a 
precinct a vote at a time,” said 
Matthew Reese, special assist­ 
ant 
to 
Democratic 
National 
Chairman John M. Bailey. “ Our 
job is to get the ones convinced 
to vote for us from in front of 
their television sets to the regis­ 
tration office and then to the 
polls.” 
With registration 
books 
in 
most states closed or closing, 
the emphasis now is on convinc­ 
ing voters. Some party workers 
think it’s a waste of time and 
effort to work on members of 
the other party. But others think 
it can be fruitful. 
As one GOP worker in Tulsa, 
Okla., put it: “ Party lines are 
no longer valid in Tulsa County. 
It’s moved to conservative vs. 
liberal.” 
Party 
leaders 
and

observers report a general in­ 
crease in precinct activity in 
most states. It could be an im ­ 
portant factor if voter turnout— 
reflecting widespread reports of 
apathy — is light. 
Nowhere 
Is 
this 
increased 
activity more apparent than in 
the South where an army of 
Republican workers has sudden­ 
ly been mobilized. 
“ Win, lose or draw in Novem­ 
ber, the Republican party is in 
the South to stay,” said Ray­ 
mond V. Humphreys, director of 
education and training for the

Commit­ 
tee. 
He conceded that some of the 
enthusiasm 
is for 
Coldwater 
only, but said a majority of the 
workers are sold on the GOP, 
with or without the senator.

—Public and private welfare 
sources now provide help that 
the ward boss used to dole out. 
While the people may have 
changed, the basic tool of pre­ 
cinct work — personal contact 
— hasn’t. Both parties are mak­ 
ing wider than ever use of tele­ 
phone canvassing, but, in the 
words of Humphreys, the GOP 
committee official, “it doesn’t 
beat shoe leather. Nothing beats 
eyeball-to-eyeball contact.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Pressure 
is building up under the metal 
price lids. Ifs the hottest thing 
in the price picture today. And 
it carries with it the hint that 
increases in meal costs could 
spread 
in time to consumer 
goods prices, even those prod­ 
ucts using very little metal . 
Steel executives are lining up. 
without waiting for the election 
to get out of the way, in plug­ 
ging for higher prices they say 
are badly needed. The talks is 
bubbling like the molten metal 
in company mills. 
Copper prices soar — and 
then tumble at the suggestion 
the U. S. government might tap 
its sizable stockpile to ease the 
current shortage. But even this 
prospect, which government of­ 
ficials call unlikely, carries lit­ 
tle weight beyond the daily com­ 
modity futures market. 
Silver prices are held in leash 
by still another, and compara­ 


bly much bigger, government 
stockpile of that metal. But ifs 
getting harder to quiet talk of 
turning from silver to baser 
metals for minting U. S. coins.

I also note t h a t 
Warren Rogers, of the Hearst 
Headline Service, has discover­ 
ed on a w h i s t l e stop t o u r 
through the South that he has 
better success as a reporter if 
he remains incognito. And now 
I get a report from a correspon­ 
dent in Texas who has never 
misled me in the past. His ex­ 
perience checks with that of 
Warren Rogers. 
“Last Thursday”, so my Tex­ 
as friends writes, “I made a trip 
from Corpus Christi to Houston, 
a distance of 225 miles. This is 
what you find p r e t t y often: 
you stop for lunch in a small 
town and you ask a cafe owner, 
‘how is the race going?’ He re­ 
plies, ‘not much interest.’ After 
a few more questions he still 
won’t commit himself. They you 
say, “ well, I hope Coldwater 
gets the job.’

ed conversation I begin to won­ 
der. 
W h a t Coldwater apparently 
has going for him is the quiet 
American who has voted Demo- 
c r a t i c in the past but w h o 
doesn’t want to see his kid- bus­ 
sed out of the neighborhood he 
is familiar with. This, however, 
does not necessarily mean that 
Goldwater will 
get 
a 
bigger 
proportion of the silent vote than 
J o h n s o n . Among the Repub­ 
licans for Johnson there are 
quiet people, too. And some of 
these people are in positions of 
power and influence. It cannot, 
in the n a t u r e of things, be do­ 
cumented, but th e r e are cer­ 
tainly many Republican Party 
functionaries in the Northeast 
whose service to the national tic­ 
ket is m e r e l y for show. In 
their own enigmatic way they 
are encouraging people to split 
their tickets. This, surely, will 
put many votes in the Johnson 
column. Thus the business of be­ 
ing “sly-like”, to use the Tex 
an’s word, cuts both ways. 
Because of the “sly-like” fac­ 
tors in this campaign it is ridicu 
lous at this stage to put any 
trust in those who think they 
have a final answer. If, out of 
every ten people who are polled, 
there is just one liar it could 
change Dungs around consider 
ably. And 
my own experience 
with sly-like people in the past 
few months would lead me to be­ 
lieve that there is a big liars' 
bloc in this country. 
This is not a pretty thing to 
say.

hovers over the White House, 
although he offered no proof, 
and his preachments on the 
need for morality 
in govern­ 
ment. Voters haven’t heard that 
for a long time. 
And then Wednesday night, it 
was learned that Walter W. 
Jenkins, an aide to President 
Johnson for many years, was 
twice arrested on a morals 
charge. He resigned. 
2. This year’s 
election will 
decide the direction of the gov­ 
ernment for years to come, 
since Johnson wants continua­ 
tion of big government, with 
new programs as he thinks 
they’re 
needed. 
Coldwater 
wants smaller government. 
Because of this No. 2 problem 
the 1964 campaign, unlike that 
of 1960, is not strictly a person­ 
ality contest. There is a real 
issue and a real difference from 
the Nixon- Kennedy contest. 
There was no basic difference 
between them on domestic or 
foreign affairs or the kind of 
government needed. They didn’t 
offer to change it but to improve 
it. 
So the main question for the 
voters then was: Which of the 
two men could run the govern­ 
ment better? In 1960 Nixon and 
Kennedy wrangled over their 


ideas on how to defend the off­ 
shore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu from Red Chinese attack. 
This was apretty empty dis­ 
pute, as time proved, because 
the problem of defending the 
islands has never arisen since 
1960. It was an issue which 
hardly caught fire: the islands 
were too far off for voters to 
visualize the problem. 
Something like that is happen­ 
ing now in the dispute between 
Johnson and Coldwater over 
whether the NATO commander 
— or the President alone — 
should have control over the use 
of “conventional” atomic weap­ 
ons. 
This is a complicated subject, 
shrouded in national security, 
and so far out of the experience 
of ordinary voters that most of 
them can’t understand or visu 
alize all that’s involved. 
As for the needling business, 
without 
which 
a 
campaign 
would be no campaign, Nixon 
and Kennedy needled each other 
and so do Johnson and Gold- 
water. Nixon and Kennedy were 
little clumsy at it. So are 
Johnson and Coldwater. 
Coldwater came up with an 
idea: He’d cut taxes 25 per cent 
at the rate of 5 per cent a year 
but he had to attach a couple of 
ifs to it: If Congress approved 
and if the budget was balanced 
each year.

In 1960 Kennedy had to criti­ 
cize the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion — in order to say he could 
do better — without criticizing 
the highly popular President 
Eisenhower. If he had hit Eisen­ 
hower, it might have cost him 
the election. 
Johnson, having watched a 
number of liberal Republicans 
split off from the conservative 
Coldwater, has been wooing 
them as hard as he pitched for 
the Democratic vote.

Ike Suggests 
Younger Man 
Inspect War 


GETTYSBURG, Pa. (AP) — 
Former President 
Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, asked Wednesday 
on his 74th birthday to comment 
on the prospect he might go to 
Viet Nam, said they probably 
would want a younger man for 
the job. 
The question referred to a 
recent proposal by Republican 
presidential 
candidate 
Barry’ 
Coldwater that if elected, he 
would ask Eisenhower to head 
up a mission to seek peace in 
Viet Nam. 
Eisenhower, a five-star gener­ 
al, said he had heard of the 
proposal but “ I doubt if they 
want anyone emeritus, either 
emeritus military or emeritus 
president.”

Eisenhower commented that 
the current campaign between 
Coldwater and President John­ 
son ia more personal than any 
he has ever seen.

Habit of Producing 
Abundant Berrios 
Is Inherited 


Pyracantha or Firethorn does 
for October what Holly does for 
December. And here in Circle­ 
ville it does more because Py­ 
racantha is not an uncommon 
shrub while berried holly is in­ 
deed rare. 
The firethorn during August 
and the Autumn months is 
covered with brilliant orange 
berries loved by birds. There 
are many specimens of excel­ 
lence in Circleville and Pick­ 
away County. 
There are 
several different 
varieties of Pyracantha. B u t 
in this locality Lalandi is grown 
most widely because it is per­ 
fectly winter hardy. 
The plant thrives in dry soil 
and sunny location. It is a good 
foundation specimen because its 
long shoots may be trained over 
a doorway or window casing. 
And they can be trimmed to fit 
any location. 
* * * 
IT IS NOT easy to transplant 
after it has achieved size. For 
this reason small potted plants 
are the wisest buy. 
If Pyracantha in a warm well 
drained location seems to thrive, 
yet does not produce a good 
berry harvest, you should dis­ 
pose of it and purchase a plant 
with a better ancestry. The ab­ 
ility to produce berries abun 
dantly is an inherited character­ 
istic. 
If your Firethorn plant has 
some four or five years of age 
to it and still is not berrying, 
do not give it space.

Effective at LE

The classes at Logan E lm 
High School are scheduled on a 
new six-period day rather than 
on the former eight or nine 
period day. 
Each student is advised to 
carry five academic subjects 
and one study hall. T h e s e 
six one-hour periods are so 
conducted that at least 45 min­ 
utes of each hour period is 
u sed as class. The remaining 
tim'' is to allow the students 
to ask their teacher any ques­ 
tions which may arise from 
their assignment. 
The subjects chemistry, phy­ 
sics, creative writing, speech, 
home economics, shop, mechan­ 
ical drawing, typing, and phy­ 
sical education have class for 
the whole hour and eliminate the 
15-minute study period. 


Besides the hour long periods, 
a 30-minute activities period is 
held the first thing each morn­ 
ing. This time is used either as 
a period to hold meetings, to 
study, to work in the library, 
office, or bookstore, or to be in 
vocal music. 
Due to the number of stu­ 
dents, a two-period lunch sys­ 
tem is set up. Each lunch peri­ 
od lasts about 40 minutes. While 
one group of students is having 
third 
period 
class, 
the other 
group is eating lunch. T h e n 
this order reverses to allow the 
others to eat. 
A six period day is used at 
Logan Elm because it is less 
expensive in that fewer teach­ 
ers are needed. Even though 
there are fewer teachers, each 
student still gets all the subjects 
needed for graduation.

NEW YORK 
(AP) — Sen. 
Stephen M. 
Young faced his 
election opponent today with a 
repeated demand that he dis­ 
close his 1963 income. 
The 
Democratic 
incumbent 
said the law firm of Rep. Rob­ 
ert Taft Jr., R-Ohio, “has cli­ 
ents dealing with the govern­ 
ment.” 
Taft reiterated 
his 
decision 
not to make such disclosures, 
saying he doesn’t consider it 
“good 
government 
practice.” 
Taft added that he is “not shar­ 
ing in tile profits” of his law 
firm. 
The two men, trying for the 
Ohio U. S. Senate seat now held 
by Young, were interviewed on 
a tape-recorded portion of the 
National Broadcasting Co.’s “To­ 
day” television show. 
It was the first time the two 
men had met face-to-face on the 
same stage in the campaign. 
Young, who said he made his 
income public in 1959 and each 
year since then, maintained that 
Taft should do the same. 
“ I have filed with the secre­ 
tary of the senate, and told 
him to make it public, certified 
copies of my income tax return- 
for the years 1963 and 1962,” 
Young said. “And my opponent, 
Mr. Taft Junior, is a member 
of the law firm of Taft, Stettin- 
ius and Hollister; and he bas not 
filed any statement regarding 
his financial holdings.” 
Replied Taft: 
“If I am elected. . . I will in­ 
troduce into the Senate. . . a 
resolution calling for a f u l l 
disclosure by members of Con­ 
gress and by senators of their 
holdings.
